tinually subjected to a strain, and 
great quantities of these toxins 


eases especially 
where large amounts of fatty acids 
are formed. 

So long as the liver is healthy 
it is able to withstand the constant 
inflow of toxins and will transform 
them into less harmful compounds. 
But when the liver is altered, as 
in cirrhosis, things are different. 
We then find a diminution of urea, 
and an increase of ammonia.

NEW YORK, March 7.—Uncon- 
firmed reports that the local Fed- 
eral reserve bank contemplated an 
increase in the rediscount rate 
were held responsible for the re- 
actionary trend in today’s bond 
dealings.
